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There are roauy fatal diseases per- 


taining to summer weather, bnt it is 
doubtful if any of them carries off ns 
many rictims as drowning. 
It is to 


the credit of this method of death tbnt 
it seems more like disease toan tragedy; 
physicians describe it aa comparatively 
painless, and there is not in it the hor- 
ror that conies from crushing, burning, 
shooting, or any of the methods of hu 
BIBU aUaghtor that ia attended with the 
'shedding of blood. For this reason a 
drowning accident is read of with leas 
disturbance of tho nerves than almost 
any other fatal casualty. 


Nevertheless life is dear, and any 


means for the prove ntion of its ^wanton 
or needless loss should not be over 
looked. 
At the bight of the summer 


season is the time when the great multi- 
tude of deaths by water occur. Every 
person who cannot swim should know 
thit when he ventures into water be- 
yond hip depth for a bath, he puts his 
life at a serious risk. 
Even skillfn 


swimmers sometimes plunge in without 
examining the temperature of tho water, 
they are seized with crnmps, and al 
their knowledge of swimming is of no 
avail. If they had skimmhecT'ftrouiid 
in the shallow edge until their bodies 
had become sufficiently cool to endure 
the grpat depth, an act of only common 
prudence, their lives would have been 
saved. And aa for the person who can- 
not awim, he should always keep him- 
self in shallow water, unless acoompau 
ied by some strong and skillful swimine: 
to teach him the accomplishment. 


For sanitary reasons it is undoubtedly 


the duty of every considerable pluce 
like Reno to provide bathing facilities 
When undertaken as individual eutoi 
prises they are generally found to pay a 
handsome profit, and it is niuch wise 
for the weary and heated workmen to 
cool and refresh himself with a bath 
than to "cool off" in the beer saloon 
However, tho artificial bath isnothacdj 
to every person; while here a stream o 
sufficient depth is withm the reach o 
every home. The duty of learning to 
swim in not to be weighed according to 
the convnmence of water, but according 
to the necessity of exercising the knowl 
edge, to which every person who travels 
by water is likely to be exposed. lie 
every community which can possiblj 


* afford it act liberally in supplying facil 


ities for bathing, and while doing thi 
they should be made sufficiently broac 
and deep for the taking of swiom-ing 
lessons also. These can be managec 
with such scrupulous regard lor decency 
ibat men and women may properly en 
joy the society of each other in the water 
as is done at the moat fashionable sea 
side resorts. The social feature is a 
great stimulus to a knowledge of swim 
ming. The youth under such circum- 
stances would consider it derogatory to 
his manhood to fail, and the young wo 
man would glory in an accomplishmen 
so demonstrative of manual skill and 
and robust health.

People need al 


the more to be on their guard becausa 
often before they actually realize their 
danger they are gone. 
This death 


painless as it seems to be, is juat us el 
fectual as any other in closing a career 
and cutting off a life fall of joy am 
promise.

Iilkeljr to Prove Detrimental to 
Reno. 
The Oroville, Quinoy and Greenville 


stage line has made a reduction in 
passenger rates between the 
above 


points and San Franoisoo which is liable 
to prove of seriou* moment to the busi- 
ness interests of Reno. Bound trip 
tickets from Plumas to San Francisco, 
good for 20 days, are now on sale at the 
railroad office in Marysville, and all 
the stage offices in Plumas county for 
$9,,and single tickets .for $550. This 
change makes'the'route from Plnmag 
county to San Franoisoo, by the way of 
Orovilte, considerably cheaper 
than 


that by the way of Beuo. The road 
from Beno to Quinoy is sHorter and 
easier than that from Quincy to Oroville, 
and has the advantage of 'being open 
all Winter. Until this change the fare 
has been about the aaaio on either 
route, and as a roatilt, the greater por-

Between Tlieiu. 


. [Carson Appeal, 24th.] 


Most of1 the river stamps 


hnng up because there is no 
run the mills, an! over two hundred 
miners are Ihrown out of employment 
in consequence and about one hundred 
woodohoppe.ro. Last year the mills oo 
the Carson ran until the 7th of August. 
The cause of the scarcity of water in 
the Carson river is due to the careless- 
ness of the ranchers whose farms ho 
along the banks of the stranm. On 
Sunday a committee went up from the 
mills to ascertain the real causa of the 
trouble. 
They found some of 
the 


ranchers using the water economically 
and only so far as actually necessary, 
while others were allowing it to ,run to 
waste and receiving no benefits thereby. 
There were the usual feuds among tho 
farmers and some were actually drown- 
ing out their own grain in order to pre- 
vent an adjacent farm from receiving 
riparian benefits. In some 
dmtricU 


the committee drove through water 
axle deep which hud Been diverted from 
the river and was left to run to waste to 
such an extent as to almost render thn 
roads impasnable. In some places it 
was running in floods over the sage- 
brush, boni-fiting no one. 
Tbe cause 


of tbe trouble did not seaat to be any 
enmity toward the mills, but rather a 
desire on the part of some to get all 
they could and others to prevent their 
neighbors fromgettiug nil tney were' en- 
titled to. In some places the ranchers 
were irrigating for a second crop of 
alfalfa when thousands of tons were 
lying in stacks over two years old. Be- 
side this, irrigation for a second crop 
of hay in Curyjn Vulley in not necessary, 
th» ground being sufficiently 
moist 


whenever a first crop has been raised. 
The mills have tho legal right to the 
water under an order of the United 
States Court made in 1865, on th 
grounds of priority of appropriation, i 
which

grunted aguinst tbe use of the water b 
the ranchers, and also Sawyer's deciaio 
in 1873 in u case of riparian right i 
the action of tbe Uuiou Mill and Miu 
ing"0oinpany against Duugberg.

agents to stay in Carson Valley and re 
port any violations of the law wi»h 
view to legal proceedings.
